The original Southern Pacific Com-

The 
provision restricting the total purchase 
to 320 acres would have the effect of 
breaking up the immense holdings of 
the syndicates allied with the road 
who now have possession of such a 
large percentage of the land originally 
granted. Of course the settler who 
had paid the company for his land 
would be entitled to recover. 

Such is the effect, according to vari- 
ous competent legal authorities of this 
city, wiio have made a study of the sit- 
uation, of the Land Grand Forfeiture 
Law as applied to the Southern Pacific. 
The Santa Fé received no grant of land 
from the Government, and is not con- 
cerned in the results of the act. It is 
now a matter of doubt and s 
ulation whether. the Interior De- 
partment will act by calling the 
attention of the 
this section to the fact that these 
lands have reverted to the government, 
or whether it will be necessary to 
bring the matter up by more contests 
between settlers and the company. 
In one form or 1 it is likely to 
come before the courts very shortly. 
If, however, the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany continues to enjoy its present ad- 
vantage in the matter of influence with 
the general government it is likely 
that some time will elapse before these 
lands pass from the control of that 
powerful corporation. In the mean- 
time the situation will be watched 
with interest by those who are famil- 
icr with the history of the tortuous re- 
lations of the Southern Pacific and the 
government of the nation.

It Win Soon be Introduced Into 


Southern California. 

The following letter was received at 
the Chamber of Commerce Saturday 
from H. E. Van Deman, United States 
Pomologist at Washington, D. C., re- 
garding date culture in Southern Cali- 
fornia: 


A telegram has just been received from 
you relative to the distributiun of the date 
trees which I have received from Africa. 
Itseems that a great misapprehension has 
arisen regarding this matter. They were 
received some months ago from Egypt and. 
Algeria, and have been kept here for the 
purpose of disinfecting them of certain in- 
sect pests before sending them to their des- 
tinations. The localities where they are to 
be placed were selected long ago, and posi- 
tive promises given to the persons who are 
totake charge of them. Your State is to 
receive one-half of the entire lot, and all 
will be planted in the southern part. of 
the State, viz.: at Tulare, Pomona and Na- 
tional City. When they have produced 
young plants these will be distributed 
throughout the region where itis thought 
ae B. they will prove a success. My friend 

Lauck, of “California on Wheels,” 

2 here at my request some time ago, 
and 1 suggested to him that perhaps the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company would 
transport the plants free of charge from 
New Orleans to their destination. This he 
said they would no doubt be glad to do. An 
application was therefore made through 
him, and they agreed to do it. Newspaper 
reports have no doubt led you into the error 
of thinking that the plants were for gen- 
eral distribution and that no previous ar- 
rangements had been made, but I have just 
stated to you the truth ab ut the matter.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Admission to the Jewish Church 
Without Circumcision. 

[Kansas City Journal.] 

The action of Rabbi Berkowitz of 
this city in admitting Roland Bernard 
Gelatt, @ Christian to membership in 
the Jewish church without the rite of 
circumcision is the subject of wide- 
spread comment among the leading 
Jewish rabbis of the country, some of 
whom isdorse the action of Rabbi 
Berkowitz, while others condemn it us 
in direct opposition to the doctrines of 
the church. Rabbi Berkowitz stoutly 
defends his action and states that it 
was taken only after marure delibera- 
tion and with the approval of many of 
his colleagues, whose opinion and advce 
he sought and obtamed before reach- 
ing a final conclusion. To a Journal 
reporter whocalied upon him yester- 
day the rabbi talked freely of the mat- 
ter and explained why he had admit- 
ted Mr. Gelatt to the Jewish fold 
without insisting on the performance 
of the Abranamitic rite. 

In the first piace,” said the rabbi, 
it should be stated that the Jewish 
church is divided into two branches— 
the orthodox and the reform—which, 
while there is no schism or breach be- 
tween them, hold widely different 
views on many subjects. The ortho- 
dox branch of the church is that which 
believes ina strict adherence to the 
rabbinical doctrines, founded upon the 
teachings of the Old Testament, and 
holds that the slightest deviation from 
those doctrines, even in matters of 
form only, is a departure from the 
true faith. 

The reform church, which includes 
most of the leadiug synagogues of the 
South aud West, believes in a more 
liberal constructiod of the doctrines of 
the church, and does not insist upon a 
too strict rvance of forms. As a 
natural consequence, then, the two 
branches of the church differ widely 
upon just sach important questions as 
the one raised by the manner of the 
admission of Mr. Gelatt to the church. 

While my action in this matter 
seems to have created considerable 
agitation among the rabbies in New 
York, it must not be understood that 
Mr. Gelatt is the first Christain who 
has been similarly admitted to the Jew- 
ish church, In 1877 there was a simi- 
lar case in Milwaukee, and the rabbi 
there pursued the same course, after 
consulting with other rabbis. One of 
the rabbis consulted at the time was 
Dr. B. Falsenthal of Chicago, a leading 
man in our church whose opinion com- 
manded the highest respect. He gave 
his unqualified approva! to the action 
taken. and so important did he con- 
sider the question which it raised that 
he wrote published a treatise in 
German on thé subject. The question 
has time and again been brought up in 
the annual conference of our church, 
but has never been settled one way or 
the other, simply because of the widely 
divergent opinions of the rabbis of the 
orthodox and reform branches of the 
chur n. 

“To return to the individual case of 
Mr. Gelutt, my action in his case was 
not taken without mature deliberation, 
or without fullyeatisfying myself that 
he realized he was in de-

about the Jewish religion, telling me 
that he expected that, in case he was 
accepted by the lady, the question of 
religion would come up, and he wished 
to be prepared to face it intelligently. 
I told him as simply as I could what 
the Jewish religion was, and put him 
in the way of fully informing himself. 
After that he came to see me fre- 
quently, and after leaving the city he 
corresponded with me. A long time 
ago he informed me that he had made 
up his mind to embrace the Jewish 
faith, being prepared to fully accept 
its doctrines. I hesitated for some 
time before receiving him, because I 
knew that my action would arouse 
criticism. Let believed that 
while a few might condemn, a ma- 
jority of the rabbis would approve my 
action anu would accept it as a prece- 
dent. Before receiving him into the 
church, [ submitted the matter by let- 
ter to many of my colleagues, and most 
of them approvod the action I Wwas 
about to take. The Jewish Church is 
not seeking proselytes, but rather 
Strives to discourage proselyting, but I

THE CONDITION AND PROSPECTS 
OF ARIZONA, . 


N. C. Murphy, who, until the last 
few daos, has been acting Governor of. 
Arizena has just made, his report to 
the Secretary of the Interior of the af- 
fairs of the Territory during the fiscal 
year just closed. 

The mining industry, the report 
states, is in a more healthy condition 
than ever; but great attention is being 
pald to agriculture, owing to the pro- 
ductiveness of the lands. Owing to 
the restrictive legislation in Idaho, 
and the probability of similar action in 
Utah, the acting Governor thinks the 
immigration of Mormous to Arizona 
will increase. The number of Mor- 
mons now in the Territory is estimated 
at one-fifth of the population. 

The report states that unless restric- 
tive measures are adopted the Terri- 
tory will be common Mormonized to 
such an extent as to seriously disturb 
society and the affairs of Government, 
and prejudice the Territory’s chances 
for Statehood. He therefore recom- 
mends that Congress grant the same 
protection to Arizona as is enjoyed by 
Idaho, and that the Idaho test oath be 
applicable to Arizona. Arizona has 
quite a sprinkling of Mexicans among 
her people. The majority of them be- 
come naturalized citizens and are in 
sympathy with American laws and 
customs.. There are few Chinese in 
the Territory as compared with the 
Pacific Coast States, and as yet they 
cut no figure jas a disturbing element, 
although they are very objectionable 
as a class, and their exclusion is as 
much desired in Arizona as elswhere. 

The acting Governor recommends 
that an enabling act for the admission 
of Arizona into the Union be passed by 
Congress; that all public lands within 
the Territory be donated to it; that all 
school lands be donated to the Terri- 
tory for school purposes; that the San 
Carlos Apaches. be removed from the 
Territory and the reservation be 
opened for settlement; that the salar- 
ies of the present Judgesin Arizona 
be increased to $5000 per year, and that 
the pay of legislators be increased to 
$10 per day.

WHAT THE PEOPLE MUST MEET. 


Markham and Pond—Attitude of the 
two Parties—The Legislature Is 
the Objective Point—Stan- 

ford and Huntington. 


‘SAN Francisco, Oct. 2.— Special 
correspondence of THe Mark- 
bam and Pond have exchanged pulpits, 
so to speak; have invaded each the ter- 
ritory of the other. Neither of them 
are speakers; they are, therefore, doing 
what Gov. Bishop of Ohio called 
„mixing.“ They ore not magnetic 
men, but Markham has large social 
qualities which enable him to meet 
large numbers of people single-handed, 


and give them a favorable impression 


of himself. He loves people—men, 
women and children, hence he has no 
trouble in making himself agreeable. 
Pond is an earnest man, proud of his 
commercial and political integrity; 
a man always practical and blunt; 
knowing that he was nominated by 
Buckley votes, but conscious that

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Resources, Fruit, 
Cheap Lands, Etc. 
VENTURA, Oct. 4.—[Correspondence 
of THE Timms.) Although little known 
abroad Ventura county has doubled 
her population during the past decade. 
It is the wealthiest per capita of any 
county in the State. It has something 
near half a million acres of tillable 
land. Its southern side is bounded by 
the Pacific océan, giving transporta- 
tion for its enormous crops both by sea

many attractive features. The soil, 
in places more than a hundred feet 
deep, is practically inexhaustible. 
For fruit, beans, barley, corn, potatoes, 
etc., itis mot excelled on the Pacific 
slope. 

It is trayersed by never failing 
streams of water and is the best wat- 
ered of any Southern county, yet irri- 
gation is not required for crops. It 
also has an abundance of timber for 
fuel and on the northern side of the 
county the mountains are covered with 
pine and other coniferous trees. Its 
gold and silver deposits are extensive 
and invite the intelligent miner. Its 
building stone—the beautiful brown 
stone that already adorns some of the 
best buildings in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco—is inexhaustible. I have 
recently madé a geological examina- 
tion of this vast deposit for the State 
Mining Bureau, and have traced it for 
thirty miles. Im one place it is four 
miles wide and is several thousand 
feet in thickness. The oil output is 
greater than ever. No other county 
in the State yields so much petroleum. 
The oil belt seems to traverse the en- 
tire county from @ast to weat. 

Tue fruit crop this year has been 
simply immense. About six thousand 
tons of apricots, and a thousand tons 
of apples and other fruits have been 
produced in this county the present sen- 
son. One orchard: of two acres pro- 
duced forty tons of apricots. One far- 
mer made $9000 off twenty-five 
acres of apricots, Many made from 
$300 to over $500 am acre on this fruit, 
according to age Of trees. Instances

This should be the first matter 
considered, for the reason that it is of 
the most importance, and to be eco- 
nomically and effectively done should, 
be incorporated in the plans a prac- |§ | 
tical system with provisions that will | 7 
insure its being incorporated.

Constructed—An Important Law. 
Formerly all bodies of organized crafte- 
men or laborers were separate and dis- 
tinct.

who goes around at his own sweet will 
ordering men to quit work, command- 
ing strangers to show their working 
cards and the like.

If he ordersa 
strike it is because he has been dispatched 
with the order as the messenger whom 
the men will recognize. Tho way the 
public is deceived by the metropolitan 
press on matters relating to labor organ- 
izations is simply infamous. 


All these contests between railway 
companies and their employes are doing 
good in one direction, at any rate. The 
people are asking, ‘‘Why should we be 
annoyed and inconvenienced in this man- 
ner; the railroads are public affairs, and 
should not be left to the control of indi- 
viduals who care nothing forthe com- 
mon weal, but only look out for them- 
selves?” That's the talk, and if it is only 
followed up by the proper action some- 
thing will be sure to drop. One man 
says, “I think the state should step in 
and operate a railway when the company 
is unable to do so, whether a strike or 
anything else is the cause of its failure.” 
Good as far as it goes; but why not for- 
ever relieve private individuals of the 
responsibilities which they are con- 
tinually showing their unwillingness to 
properly fulfill, and take it out of their 
power to annoy and inconvenience the 
public? The matter is very plain and 
the people are beginning to see it. Will 
the farmers’ movement take the lead, 


and others who are tired of the aggrava- 


tions and impositions of monopoly con- 


motto. Sentiment has about as much 
show in a railroad magnate’s nake- up 
as a snowball has in a red hot furnace, 
and it will always be so while individ- 
uals and corporations are aliowed to 
own and control enterprises which should 
belong to the people and be operated 
solely in their interests. Then why will 
leaders in labor organizations, whose ex- 
perience should have made them wise, 
place their reliance on such frail sup- 
ports as publio sentiment” and moral 
support?”

Sucha 
campaign of falsehood and vituperation 
has never before been witnessed. Tho 
workingmen were misrepresented and 
the public deceived.

federated organizations is composed of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
the Brotherhood of .Conductors, the 
Switchmen’s association and the Train- 
men's association. It is called the Fed- 
eration of Railway Employes. In all 
ordinary matters each of these organiza- 
tions acts for itself without respect to 
the others, but in the event of a difii- 
culty between the members of one body 
and the corporations employing them an 
order of the chief of the federation 


makes the difficulty the concern of all 


the others. The arrangement greatly fa- 
cilitates the work of re-enforcing a body 
of strikers, as all the members of the 
federated organizations may be ordered 
out at once by a vote of the supreme 
council. 

The supreme council is composed of 
the chief and three grand officers of each 
Brotherhood. The method of determin- 
ing upon a course of action by the Fed- 
eration is prescribed as follows in the 
constitution of the supreme council: 

„The three representatives of each or- 
ganization shall be convened separately 
by their respective chief executives, and 
each of them shall prepare his ballot 
with the word ‘Approved’ or ‘Disap- 
proved’ written thereon. If two or more 
of the representatives vote in favor of 
approval such shall be the vote of the 


organization they represent, and the 


chief executive shall cast said véte ac- 
cordingly; andif two or more of said 
representatives shall vote in favor of 
disapproval such shall be the vote of the 
organization, and it shall be cast. accord- 
ingly by the chief executive. When all 
the organizations are prepared to ballot, 
the council shall be reconvened, and the 
secretary shall call the roll of organiza- 
tions, each of which shall be entitled to 
one vote, predicated upon a majority 
vote of its representatives, and the vote 


shall be announced by the chief execu- . 


tive, and entered upon the minutes by 
the secretary. The secretary shall 
then announce the result of the ballot, 
and if it shail be found that all the or- 
ganizations have cast their vote in favor 
of approval, such shall be the decision of 
the supreme council; but if it be found 
that one or more of the organizations 
have cast their vote in favor of disap- 
proval, such shall be the decision of the 


body.”

any resolution or mandate of a secret 
organization. It is for this reason that 
the best friends of labor always advise 
against the policy of strikes; and in say- 
ing this we must not be understood as 
opposing organizations of labor. These 
can be made, and often are, most benefi- 
cent institutions, helpful to the em- 
ployer as well as to the employed; but 
when a labor organization seeks by the 
power of secret combination to accom- 
plish its purpose it always and inevitably 
stimulates a union of employing inter- 
ests, and in such an unequal contest the 
employer eventually wins.—Frank Les- 
lie’s Newspaper. 
The foregoing is a very angelic senti- 
ment. But labor and capital, as at pres- 
ent organized and employed, are uncom- 
promisingly antagonistic. Therefore, if 
a labor union is beneficent“ to em- 
ployers it is a farce so far as labor is con- 
cerned. There can be but one reason for 
labor organizations—that is to protect its 
members against the encroachments of 
its natural antagonist. That they can 
give this protection without making their 
opponents feel their power, any man who 
keeps his eye on events for ten days does 
not believe.

Rival Labor Organizations Help to 
Defeat Them. 

NEW York, Oct. 4.—]By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is reported that the 
management of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad was asked by other labor 
organizations to drive the Knights of 
Labor from the service of the company. 
A correspondent writes that itis not 
generally known, but it is a fact, that 
this latest order has not only the ap- 
proval of some other. organizations, 
but the Central management has been 
actually requested by representatives 
of the Locomotive Firemen’s Brother- 
hood to drive the Knights of Labor 
out of the system. Members 
of the Brotherhood, as in the 
Switchmen’s Union, have been 
complaining ever since the strike that 
they wore molested, threatened, abused 
and were at times ina state of terror 
on account of intimidation practiced 
by waiking delegates, and other acts 
of the Knights. A committee of the 
Locomotive Engineers’ Brotherhood 
went so far as to tell Webb that the 
company would have to choose between 
the engineers’ organization and that 
of the Knights of Labor. There is no 
opposition on the part of the Central 
management to any labor organization 
whatever excepting the Knights; in 
fact, it is claimed that all of the others 
are encouraged and supported. 


On the Boost.

WYOMING'S PROSPERITY. 


Gov. Warren Says the Census Does 

the State an Injustice. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] In his annual re- 
port, Governor Warren estimates the 
population of Wyoming at something 
in excess of 63,000. These figures are 
furnished by the Census Supervisor, 
but the Governor is of the opinion that 
they do not represent the entire popu- 
lation, owing to the difficulty of tak- 
ing the census in such a limited time.
